Prison for felonious assault. 

James McL'abe, Supervisor Fourth District, 
Eighth Ward, now (October, 1870) in the 
Toombs under indictment for highway robbery. 

Theodore (alias Mike) Anthony, alias Snully, 
of No. 24 Cherry street, was arrested by Detec- 
tive Finn, ol t Lie Fourth Precinct, July 21, 
1870, for larceny from the person; held to boil

BOME EXPLANATIONS 
We observe that while the members of the 
press who attended the Convention generally 
verge on the fulsome in thanking the editor 
of the Yeoman for the provision inado for 
their social entertainment, they bear with se- 
verity upon the accommodations for reporting 
the proceedings. We accept all the blame 
which should properly attach to us as 
the Secretary of the Central Committee, 
charged with the ncecsaary arrangements 
for the meeting of tho Convention. Our 
efforts otherwise to entertain the press, 
which have been acknowledged so grace- 
fully by those who have spoken, will convince 
any editor or reporter that the inconven- 
iences to which they were subjected, came 
from no wmnt of consideration for the profes- 
sion. Itis due, both to us and to Okmii, ibat 
we should say that nothing but the.unprece- 
dented large crowd and the ^en fusion aris- 
ing therefrom, prevented their being as well 
provided tor in the Convention as elso- 
where. It was at first, and until the day be 
fore tho assembling of the Convention, pio- 
p nod that it should meet in Major Hall, 
antf a we had provided the amplest ac- 
commodation for cdUars aal reporters, 
secure from intrusion by the crowd. But, 
when it was found (hat even that building 
though capable of sealing eight hundred or 
one thousand persons, would be inadequate 
for the purpose, while many strenuously ob- 
jected on account olan apprehension for itssa'e- 
ty, should it become packed by the multitude, 
the Hall of the Hou-,e of Representatives was 
decided on, and every arrangement of which it 
admitted made lor the accommodation of re 
p irters. The adjournment of ihe Convention 
to the open air was a change ol programme 
for which no provision could be made in ad- 
vance, and produced a confusion which we 
felt as keenly as any one, but which no one 
could, remedy. 

The real difficulty lies in our system and 
the manner of appointing delegates. To give 
a Convention the weight and dignity of a 
deliberative assembly the number should be 
limited by a fixed ratio, and only those prop- 
erly accredited from each county admitted to 
seats in the body of the house. As a mass 
meeting, strict order is impossible ; and since 
our functions as Committee of Arrangements 
ceased when we placed the hall in possession 
of the Convention, so in fairness should our 
responsibility. 

The holding of a large Convention in a 
place like this is necessarily attended with 
disadvantages. To give accommodation to 
all who come, everybody has to throw open 
his house ; and during the late Convention it 
was done by all wilhout regard to party 
The citizens of Frankfort nobly sustained 
their character for hospitality, as hundreds 
will cheerfully testify. The committees ap- 
pointed to provide for the entertainment ol 
strangeis worked indefatigably, and if a sin 
gle visitor was not taken care of, it was his 
own fault, as there is not a citizen who would 
not have given up his own bed rather than 
have it said that the stranger within our gates 
was unhoused or unfed. And the vast num- 
ber who came among us did not abuse our 
hospitality, since to their credit be it said we 
did not see a solitary case of intoxication, and, 
during the two days and nights in which the 
town was so crowded, there was not a single 
arrest or case of disorder. 



The Proclamation. — The proclamation 
issued on yesterday by the President, which 
we print elsewhere, is merely a formal notice, 
by that now despotic officer, to the people of 
the Union, but especially to us of the South, 
that he intends most ruthlessly to exercise all 
the powers so unconstitutionally, so need 
lessly.and so wantonly accorled him, for 
party purposes, by the latently enacted Ku- 
Klux law. 



THt PLATFORM. 

The Louisville Ledger speaks of the plat- 
form adopted by the Democratic State Con- 
vention, whose laliors have just been brought 
to so harmonious and satisfactory a conclu- 
sion, in terms that will be indorsed, we think^ 
by the entire Democracy, State and National 
llere is what that journal says : "The resolu- 
tions speak of themselves, and embody the 
true Democratic doctrine. They are a with- 
ering rebuke to the slanderers who have 
charged the Kentucky Democracy with sym- 
pathy with lawlessness. The first note pre- 
liminary to Ihe campaign of 1872 has been 
sounded, and it will not disturb the Demo- 
cratic harmony in any section of the country. 
We present a platform that can be objection- 
able only to the Radicals, and we pledge our- 
selves to add our efforts to those of all per- 
sons who will make an honest cllort to secure 
for tho ticket an increased majority, over all 
victories of the past." 

OUR STATE CONVENTION. 

Some of our very impartial and veracious 
Radical neighbors, the Commonwealth and 
the Cincinnati Gazette for example, charac- 
terize our Democratic State Convention as a 
"mob." Well, all we have to say is, that we 
would like to have such a mob every time a 
Democratic Convention meets. A better 
behaved, a finer looking,* mora really intel 
ligent, gallant, chivalrous, and gentlemanly 
body of two thousand men we do not believe 
ever before met together for deliberative pur- 
poses on this old planet. 

There might have been a little inexcusable 
turbulence manifested once or twice, as will 
sometimes happen, even in the best organ- 
ized and best regulated conventions; but it is 
now known, and the reporters of the Com- 
monwealth ought to have known, that the 
0;ily disturbance or ill feeling in the conven- 
tion was caused ty the presenr.j and inier- 
feienceof a person— a Radical, in fact — who 
H •■! no right to be there. 

No; it was universally remarked, during 
the session of the Convention, that, although 
Kentucky was noted in limes past for nssem- 
b ing .together on such occasions bodies o 1 
splendid looking men — men ol iolty port, and 
to the royal manner born — yet that this Con- 
vention, foi numbers ami deportment, rather 
overtopped anything of the kind ever wit- 
nessed in the State before. The editors o.'the 
Louisville Ledger, who were present, have 
made up the following veidict in this connection 
— a verdict which we are sure will receive the 
unanimous approval of every fair-minded 
gentleman present, or who has any right to 
film or express an opinion : 

"In conclusion, it may be said of this Con- 
vention that it is one of the most remarkable 
bodies ever assembled in this State. Physic- 
ally and mentally it was as line n body of men 
ns the State afford*, while in numbers and in- 
tellectual force it can only be compared to Ihe 
Convention of January 8, 185H. It was char- 
acterized by a more than usual devotion ob the 
pnrt of delegates to favorite candidates, but 
there was not the shadow ot a difference ol 
opinion in any mutter of belief or principle. 
The plalfoim was adopted without question, 
and by a unanimous and simultaneous roar of 
'Aye.' Everybody seemed imbued with a de- 
votion to Democratic principles so zealous as 
to amount to a religion, and they were also 
inspired with a living faith that the day ol 
deliverance from the thraldom of Radical rule 
is near at hand. It was impossible to look at 
this mass of men without a thrill of exultation 
over such a display of the intelligence and 
manhood of old Kentucky. A liner looking 
body of geutlemen never met on the planet. 
It enabled every beholder lo realize the feeling 
whieh animated John C. Breckinridge when he 
said in Congress, 'Sir, I icpresent a people « ho 
are ihe peers of Presidents! ' The grand old 
planter statesman who presided with the power 
of a whole platoon ol Agumemnons in his 
eye, has a poit and presence surpassing ti e 
painter's noblest conception of a hero, and 
which, when once seen, can never be lorgotlcr. 
Hut aside from the character and appearance 
of the men who composed this Convention, 
there was a spirit in all its proceedings thai 
was full of inspiringaiigiiry. The old habitues 
of Kentucky conventions felt that they weie 
once more in the atmosphere of 185G, and thai 
this Convention was the forerunner of a grand 
National uprising of the lion-hearted Democ- 
racy." 

FIRST STFP TOWARD DESPOITSM-PIIOCLA- 
JJAI10N BY PRESIDENT GRANT. 

Washington, May 4. 
The President issued tho following procla- 
mation to-day : 

A PROCLAMATION. 

The net of Congress, entitled "An act to en- 
force the provisions of the Fourteenth Amend- 
ment to the Constitution of the United Slates, 
and for other purposes," approved April 2M li, 
A. D., 1871, being a law of extraordinary pub- 
lic importance, I consider it my duty lo issue 
this, my proclamation, calling the attention, ol 
the people of the United States thereto, enjoin- 
ing upon all good citizens, and especially upon 
public officers, to be zealous in the enforce- 
ment thereof, and warning all persons to ub- 
stain from committing any of the acts thereby 
prohibited. The law of Congress applies to ail 
parts of the United States, and will be enforced 
everywhere to the extent of Ihe powers vested 
in the Executive. But inasmuch as the neces- 
sity therefor is >vell known to have been caused 
chiefly by persistent violations of the rights ol 
citizens of the United States by combinations 
of lawless and disaffected persons in certain lo- 
calities lately the theater of insurrection and 
military conflicts, I do particularly exhort the 
people of those parts of the country lo suppress 
all such combinations by their own voluntary 
efforts, through the agency of local laws, and 
to maintain the rights of all citizens of the 
United States, and to secure to all such citi- 
zens tbe tqual protection of the laws. 

Fully sensible of Ihe responsibility i nr. posed 
on the Executive by the act of Congress, to 
which public attention is now called, and re- 
luctant to call into exercise any of the exlraoi- 
dinary powers thereby couferred upon me, ex- 
cept in cases of imperative necessity, I do 
nevertheless, deem it my duly to make known 
that I will not hesitate to exercise the powi r 
thus vested in me, whenever and wherever it 
shall be necessary to do so, for the purpose tf 
securing to all citizens of the United Stales the 
peaceful enjoyment of the rights guaranteed to 
them by the Constitution and laws. 

It is my earnest wish that peace and peace- 
ful obedience to law may prevail throughout 
the land, and all traces of our late unhappy 
civil strife may be speedily removed. These 
ends can be easily secured by acquiescence in 
the result of the conllict now embodied in our 
Constitution, and by the due and proper en- 
forcement of equal, just, and impartial laws of 
our country. The failure of local communities 
o furnish such means lor the a t tinmeat of the 
results so earnestly desired, imposes upon the 
National Government the duty of putting forth 
all its energies for the protection of its citizens, 
of every race and color, and for the restoration 
of peace and order throughout the entire coun- 
try. 

In testimony whereof, I have hereunto set 
my hand, and caused the seal of the United 
States to be affixed. Done at the city of Wash- 
ington, this, the 2d day of May, in tbe year of 
our Lord 1871, and of the independence ot the 
Uuilcd States the 95th.

DEMOCRATIC STATE CONVENTION. 



SECOND DAYS PBOCEEDIKG?. 

The Nominations Completed and Plat- 
form Adopted. 

The Democratic State Convention met, ac- 
cording to adjournment, Thursday morning, in 
the Hall of the House of Representatives. 
The attendance was quite as large, if not 
larger, than on the previous day, and tbe in- 
terest, instead of cooling, seemed to grow 
warmer and more outspoken, to the end. 
There was, indeed, a good deal of exuberance 
of feeling, and perhaps a little unjustifiable 
turbulence manifested at times ; but all's well 
that ends well, and everything passed off har- 
moniously, and, we think, satisfactorily, to tbe 
entire Democracy, both of the Slate and the 
Union. 

Geu. Desha, permanent Chairman, called the 
Convention to order at 9, precisely. 

A motion was then made by Mr. Cox, of 
Carroll county, that, after the second ballot for 
each office, no new candidate should be put in 
nomination, and that the hindmost candidate 
be dropped ou each succeeding ballot until a 
nomination was affected. Before this wa9 put 
to the vote, however, Mr. Corbett, of Ballard, 
moved that there be u call of the roll of the 
Convention by counties, which was accordingly- 
made, all the counties answering except Cald* 
well, Calloway, Carter, Casey, Crittenden 
Edmonson, Gravcs.^Hancock, Harlan, Hender- 
son, Josh Bell, Lyon, Marshall, Martin, Meni- 
fee, Monroe, Miihlenhurg, Nelson, Rockcastle 
Rowan, Simpson, Triirg, and Whitley. The 
motion of Mr. Cox was then adopted without 
dissent. 

Tne Chairman of Ihe Convention then an- 
nounced that nominations lor Lieutenant Gov. 
ernor were in order. Accordingly, Ihe follow- 
ing named gentlemen were placed in nomina- 
tion by their respective friends: Hons. John 
G.Carlisle, Snin. L. Geiger, James L. Allen, 
Kmery Whitaker, J. M. Alexander, J. Q. A. 
King, Henry W. Turner, S. 1. M. Major, Geo. 
W. oilvertoolh. Mr. Allen requested that bis 
name be withdrawn, which was done. Mr. 
Alexander declined in favor of Mr. Carlisle. 
Mr. Kin"; made an eloquent speech in response 
to his nomination, but appealed to his friend 
to withdraw his naifie. His request was com- 
plied with, and it was announced that Mr. 
King was withdrawn in favor of Mr. Carlisle. 

The Convention then proceeding io ballot, 
the roll of probably half the counties had been 
called, when the current was Hup id lo set so 
strong in favor of Mr. Carlisle thai the friends 
of most of the olher candidates withdrew them 
one alter another, until, finally, upou I ho mo- 
tion ol J. Q. A. King and several others, Jo'in 
G. Carlisle was declared the unanimous choice 
of the Convention ns the Democratic candidate 
for Lieutenant Governor. 

Mr. Carlisle, being loudly called fo-, re 
turned his most profound thanks lor ihe honor 
conferred, and accepted I he Domination in lenus 
which, though brief and uttered in ihe midst 
of much excitement and clamor, marked linn 
out as one of the ablest and most brilliantly 
effective speakers in Kentucky. 

The Caair then announced that, under Ihe 
rule previously adopted, nominations lor Ihe 
oflice of Auditor were in order. Whereupon, 
Hon. I). Howard Smith, the present incumbent, 
was nominated and elected without opposition. 

Mr. Berry, of Daviess lounty, ottered a leso- 
IntiOU authorizing Ihe appointment of a Cen- 
tral Executive Committee for the next four 
years, which was referred to the Committee ou 
Resolution*, The thanks ol the Convention 
were then, under a suspension of the rules, and 
by resolution, returned to trie present Execu- 
tive Committee for the very able and (Jllicieiit 
manner in which they had discharged their 
duties. 

The President then announced lli.il nomina- 
tions for Treisurcr were next in order; where- 
upon, Hon. James W. Tale, present incumbent 
of that office, was put in nomination, and, be- 
ing without opposition, it was moved that his 
nomination be made unanimous, wilhi u the 
formality of a ballot; which was done amid 
much enthusiasm. 

The office of Attorney General being the 
next in order, Robert J. Breckinridge, jr.. nomi- 
nated Hon. Win. McKee Fox, of Pulaski coun- 
ty, and Mr. Silverloolb nominated Hon. John 
Rodman, of Franklin. 

The Secretaries then proceeded to call the 
roll of counties for a ballot, when, after re- 
cording the votes of some two thirds or thiee 
lou rl lis of the counties, the friends of Mr. Fox 
withdrew that gentleman's name, atid upon 
motion, the nomination of Hon. John Kodmaii 
as the Democratic candidate for Attorney Gen- 
eral was declared unanimous. 

Being called to the Speaker's chair, General 
Rodman responded in a few stirring remarks, 
complimentary to his competitor.ar.d brea t hing 
devotion to the Democratic cause, alter which 
he accepted the nomination with thanks, and 
retired in the midst of prolonged cheers of the 
now hiuhly enthused Democracy. 

The Convention then proceeded to the nom- 
ination of a Superintendent of Public Instruc- 
tion, and upon the call of the Chairman for 
nominations, the names of the following gen- 
tlemen were proposed by their respective 
friends: Z. F. Smiih, of Henry county; II. A. 
M. Henderson, of Fayette county ; Win. H. 
Carter, of Fayette county : W. B. Haywood, of 
Meade county; D. G. Mitchell, of Taylor 
couuty; and Wm. L. Vories. of Henry county. 
Before proceeding to a ballot, Mr. Mitchell 
withdrew in favor of Dr. H. A. M. Henderson. 
The Convention Iheu enteied upon a ballot, 
but before the end of the roll of counties could 
be reached, it was seen that Dr. Henderson was, 
by large odds, the choice of thcCouvenlion; and 
thereupon, all the other candidates being with- 
drawn, that gentleman was, upon motion, and 
by acclamation, declared the Democrats can- 
didate for Superintendent of Public Instruction. 

Dr. Henderson, being then called out, mount- 
ed the Speaker s st*nU, and made a brief, ap- 
propriate address, accepting Ihe position as- 
signed bin).

'of the Committee on Resolutions, Hon. Isaac 
Caldwell, Chairman of that committee, ap- 
peared upon the stand and rend the following 

RESOLUTIONS: 

1. That wise statesmanship and true patri- 
otism require universal and unqualified am- 

! nesty. 

2. That the industries of Ihe country demand 
the abolition of Ihe present mode of raising the 
revenues, by which portions of the Republic 
are oppressed and robbed to enrich monopolies 
and certain sections, and the speedy adoption 
of a system by which the burdens of taxation 
will be equally nnd justly distributed, and Ibe 
taxes actually paid may reach the treasury. 

3. That the preservation of liberty is possi- 
ble only through the Slates ; and we protest 
against every act by which States are deprived 

, of their just and constitutional powers, ami 
Slate tribunals ousted of their proper and 
' necessary jurisdiction ; and we are ready to 
join in ail lawful and just measures to reverse 
I the tyrannical acts of Ihe party in power, 
J whereby it is sought to strip the States of all 
I r. ghts, and concentrate all the powers of gov- 
I eminent in a great centralized despotism, 
j 4. We indorse Ihe address recently issued by 
: the Democratic members of Congress, nnd unite 
. in condemning all acts by which UOOCS taxation- 
al and despotic powers are couferred upou the 
President, by which, with the use of the army 
and navy. i. .r suspension of the writ of habeas 
corpus, the po.ver to declare martial law, call 
out the ruiliii.i, and invade the Stales without 
the request of their Executives or Legisla- 
tures, and other undefined means, he can de- 
stroy the freedom of elections, the independ- 
ence of the judiciary, and Ihe sovereignty of 
the Slates. 

5 Kentucky is unalterably opposed lo every 
form of lawlessness, whether committed under 
the cover of unconstitutional enactments or 
organized ban Is; nnd we pledge ourselves, as 
occasion may arise, lo use every legal means 
to prevent me one, and to have enacted such 
laws as experience may demonstrate to be ne- 
cessary to put down and punish the other, and 
lo secure to every person ample protection of 
life, liberty, nnd properly under laws enacted 
by our owu Legislature, and administered by 
our own courts. 

These resolutions were adopted wilhout a 
dissenting voice. Mr. Caldwell ihen, by order 
of the Committee on Ri Solutions, offered the 
following resolution: 

R.solcrd, That the Democratic party of 
Kentucky, in Convention assembled, recom- 
mend that the next meeting of ihe National 
Democratic Convention he held ill the city of 
Louisville. 

This resolution was unanimously adopted 
The resolution in reference to the organization 
of the party in the State, previously relVired 10 
the Committee on Resolutions, was by that 
Committee substituted by the following: 

Resolred, That the present State Central 
Cuiniuillee be continued in office with all their 
powers and duties ; aud Ihal they be charged 
with the duly of organizing the parly through- 
out the S'ate for the pending campaign, by 
ihe appointment of county committees, in the 
selection of whom local view's and preferences 
shall be consulted. , 

This resolution was unanimously ndopted. 
Having nothing further to report, the Com- 
mittee on Resolutions asked lo be discharged, 
which was agreed to. 

Mr. (terry, of Henderson county, nsked 
leave lo inlruduce a resolution lo hold the next 
Democratic Slate Convention at Louisville, 
but it was l tiled nut of order. 

Mr. Griffith, of Daviess, Ihen offered a reso- 
lution returning Ihe thauksol this Convention 
lo Gen. Lucius Desha for the able, impartial, 
and highly efficient and successful manner in 
which he had presided over the deliberations 
of this Con ven liOB, which was adopted by ac- 
clamation. Resolutions ol thanks to the Sec- 
retaries, the citizens of Frankfort, and to the 
railroad and Steamboat lines were also adopted 
unanimously. 

Finally, upon motion, the proceedings of 
the Convention were ordered to be published 
iu all the Democratic paper; of the State. 

Upon motion, the Convention then adjourned 
tine die, ut 2: 15 P. M .

As soon as ibis 
fact became generally known the surgeon was 
besieged by a host of -Heathen Chinees,' nil 
willing and auxious to sell their feet, limbs, 
ankles and all, for $100 apiece, or even less. 
Rut the demand lot that article being rather 
limited he decliued to invest even at lhal low 
rate."

Surety — Novation or Materia'. Change of the 
Contract. 

Ruble vs. Norman. From Spencer. Peters, 
Judge. 

Morton, with liable as his surety, executed 
a note to Norman, and afterwards Norman pur- 
chased sixty hogs from Morton, to be delivered 
December 10th thereafter, for which tl>; market 
price was to be paid, and the note lo he de- 
livered lo Morton in pari payment for Ihe hogs. 
Ruble was instrumental in procuring the sale 
in order to secure the payment of the note and 
relieve himself as surely. But Norman and 
Morton afterwards changed the time and place 
of delivery of the hogs, and when they were 
delivered Norman permitted Morton to sell 
them and withhold about two third* of tbe 
price, crediting the residue on ihe note, all of 
which was done without the knowledge or con- 
sent of Ruble. The court below adju Iged that 
Ruble was not released as surety, Morton bang 
insolvent. 

Held — A surety is discharged not only by the 
payment of the debt or the release of (he prin- 
cipal, hut by any material change in \he rela- 
tions between the principal and the party to 
whom he owes the debt, and the surety cannot 
be held bound by showing that the change was 
njt injurious to him. (9 Whcaton, 680; 2 
l'arsous on Contracts, 18.) 

A fortiori it would teem that, if property of 
value mure than sudieicnt to pay tne bebt, be 
delivered to the creditor in discharge thereof, 
nnd he afterwards permitted the principal 
debtor lo sell Ihe property and retain the price, 
the surely will be discharged, for he thereby 
contracts a new debt with Ihe principal debtor 
to which tbe surety is n<> party, and he cannot 
hold him bonuJ for the former debt, because it 
lias been satisfied. 

Judgment reversed. 

Assumpsit for I'se and Occupation can only be 
Maintained where Relation of Landlord and 
Tenant Efi\tcd. 

Hal! k May vs. Jacobs &c. From Jefferson. 
Hardin, Judjre. 
Appellants moored rafts of logs In the Ohio 
river al the shore owned by appellees without 
their permission, and this suit was bronchi to 
recover $loo upon au implied promise on the 
part of appellants to pay for use and occupa- 
tion. The court below adjudged $j5 to Ihe 
plaintiff. 

Held — The right of a riparian owner af the 
bank of a navigable river lo recover in an ap- 
propriate action damages sustained by trespass 
committed on his Vanu, though done in connec- 
tion with the navigation of Ihe river or for any 
unauthorized obstruction or occupation of the 
shore, especially if not necessitated by llie ex- 
igences or perils of navigation, lias been fully 
lecognixed by ibis court. (17 B. Hon., 249 ) 

But aftaoipsil cannul be maintained for use 
nnd occupation, unless the relation of landlord 
nnd lennut has existed between the parlies; 
and not then, except upon an express or im- 
plied promise 6f pay" nienl. (12 IS. Mon„ 5U4; 
Taylor s Landlord and Ten , 63d; Rich, and L-i. 
Turnpike Co. vs. Rogers.) The law will loine- 
times imply both the relation of landlord » d 
tenant and a contract to payment; but gen- 
erally, no such implication can arise, if'there 
was no tenancy in contemplation between Ibe 
parlies. The evidence dors not warrant the 
presumption of an agreement or expectation on 
the pari of appellants that they should pny f> r 
Ihe privilege or convenience of mooring their 
rails al tho river batik in appellees' posses- 
sion. Judgment reversed. 

Admissions of Agent, as against his Surety t nfttr 
Revocation of hit Agency. 

Pollard vs. Lou Cin. and Lex. R. It. Co. From I 
Shelby. Hardin, Judge. 
This was an action against Pollard, surety | 
for Kyteon a bond to secure his faithful per- 
formance of duties as local agent for the appellee, 
nnd the payment of all sums of money received | 
by him as such. On the trial a letter from 
Kytc, written alter his agency was rooked 
and in which he admitted that a large baiince ! 
was due from him to the company, was admitted 
as evidence against Pollard against his con- 
sent. 

Held — The declaration was inadmissible to 
bind ihe surety, because it was made alter the 
alleged defalcation hud occurred and Ihe dis- 
missal of the principal, and especially So, as it 
had not been made iu the course of any of- 
ficial duly which he might still perform by 
reuson ol his former employment. (_1 Green- 
leaf on Ev., 187 ; 7 D. Man , 447; 8 B. Mon., 
279.)

THE NOMINEES. 

A better ticket thau that selected by the 
State Convention could not have beea made. 
The geullemen nominated for the various of- 
fices will receive the unanimous and enthusias- 
tic support of lhe Democracy of Kentucky. 

Presioii H. Leslie, who heads the ticket as 
the nominee for Governor, is n n old-line Whig 
and was the favorite of his party in Barren am' 
Monroe counties near a score of years ago 
when the parly lines were so sharply defined 
and equally divided in that set-lion. His con. 
tests for the Legislature, when he was opposed 
by Major Barlow and others, the Democratic 
candidates, are yet much talked of, on account 
of the earnestness and ability with which they 
were conducted. He is a lawyer by prolession, 
and up to the time of his assuming the duties 
of the Executive office his practice was exleu- 
sive and lucrative. 

His strict iulegrity and unalterable adher- 
ence to principle are acknowledged by all who 
know him. He is not a brilliant man, as a 
public speaker, but he is logical und earnest. 
Plain, houest words of reason, uttered by such 
a man as Leslie, have more weight with the 
people thau the finest rhetorical figures of thv 
orator. He is eminently a practical man — a 
mm of good common sense and sound judg- 
ment. In his bauds lhe State Government 
will be. justly and economically administered. 

John G. Carlisle, of Kenton, the nominee for 
Lieutenant-Governor, is regarded as one of the 
profoundest lawyers in the State; and he is 
n forcible and eloquent speaker at the bar, in 
fie Senate, or on the slump. He has occupied 
the responsible position of Chairman of lhe 
Judiciary Committee in the State Senate for 
four years past. His long seivice in the Ser- 
ate, coveting a term of eight years, lias made 
him so perfectly familiar with the usages of 
that body that no roan in the State could have 
been selected to preside over it who would dis- 
chiiige the duty with more ability or dignity. 

D. Howard Smith, the nominee for Auditor, 
is one of the ino^t popular men in the Stato 
He is a native of Owen county. From there 
he moved to Scott, and at one time represented 
that county in the House of Representatives. 
He was an old-line Whig, as parlies were for- 
merly divided, and at the time of his election 
to the Legislature in Scott, overcame a decided 
Democratic majority. Notwithstanding Col. 
Smith's * big politics, he commanded a com- 
pany of Col. Itaaltas V. Thomson's regiment 
in the Mexican war. He was distinguished for 
his gallant and meritorious conductas an offieir 
and a soldier. 

During the late war he commanded the 
Sixth Kentucky Cavalry m General John H. 
Morgans brigade. His men almost idolized 
him. He was one of the most gallant and 
daring of the officers of that command, but 
wilh all the rugged qualities of the soldier 
which he possessed, his heart was us lender 
and kind as a woman's He was cu |>turerl with 
the rest of Morgan's command in Ohio on the 
20th of July, l He remained a prisoner 

of war in the hands of the enemy from that 
time until the 22d of March, 18t>5, when he 
was exchanged. He spent a brief period of 
his captivity in the Ohio Penitentiary at Co- 
lumbus. From there he was removed to John- 
son s Island, near Sandusky, where he remain- 
ed until he was exchanged. In prison he did 
much to animate and cheer the drooping spirits 
of bis comrades, and he himself, iike a true 
soldier, never dispaired of lhe success of the 
cause which he had espoused until it was 
hoping against hope to hope longer. When 
he surrendered he did so in good fxilh. and 
since that lime no man in the Union has been 
more c truest or >iucere in inculcating obedience 
lo law than has D. Howard Smith. 

Col. Smith s personal popularity is not con- 
fined lo his own party. Personally, Ihere is 
no more popular man in the Stale with Repub- 
licans than he is. An incident in connection 
with his securing the passage of a bill by Con- 
gress relieving him of his political disabilities 
deserve mention, as showing how easy a thing 
it would be to etfect a reconciliation between 
the North and South, if the people of each sec- 
tion could only understand the real feelings of 
those of the other. A number of years ago, 
wheu Speaker Blaine was quite a young man, 
he came from Maine lo Kentucky lo gel a sit- 
u ition as a school tench, and was finally en- 
giged to leach in Col. Smith's neighborhood. 
The two became acquainted, and were warm 
personal fr i end* . Blaine returned to Maine, 
commenced lhe practice ol law, and afterwards 
entered intoToliiics. Asa politician his suc- 
cess I ai become a part ol the history ot the 
tountry. 

Smith remained in Kentucky, and they met 
no more or had any intercourse until, in the 
winter of I860, Col. Smith went to Washing- 
ton to urge the passage of a bill lo relieve him 
ol his political disabilities, lie hesitated about 
approaching lilaine on the suliject, but he met 
him, and lo his great delight, he found that 
Mr. Blaine, the Republican Speaker of the 
I'niled Slates House of Representatives, was 
lhe same Blaine that he was as the country 
fchool leacher in Kentucky. Mr. Blaine set 
lo work earnestly to secure the passage of the 
bill, and it is probably due to his efforts lhat 
Cot. Smilh is to-day eligible to the office of 
Auditor of Kentucky. 

James William Tate, the nominee for Treas- 
urer, is a genial gentleman, ot tine social qual- 
ities, and first-class business capacity. He is a 
native of Franklin county, where ho has con- 
tinually resided sin-e his birth. He was 
Assistant Secretary of Slate during the admin- 
istrations, respectively, of Governors Puwell, 
Magoffin, and Robinson. In IBM he was 
elected br the House of Representatives its 
Assistant Clerk, lhe duties of which office he 
discharged wilh great satisfaction to the body 
electinj. him. It. I8G7 he was elected Slate 
Treasurer, and he has discharged the dritie9, of 
the office so faithfully, and made himself so 
popular with the people, lhat it seems to be a 
conceded point that nobody is to aspire to that 
position as long as Dick Tale, as he is popularly 
called, wants it. 

John Rodman, the present incumbent of the 
Attorney G-Mieral's office, is nominated for re- 
election to that posiliou. Colonel Rodman 
canvassed the Stale in 1867, in company with 
Governor Stevenson, who was then a candidate 
for Lieutenant Governor on the Helm ticket. 
His powerful speeches made in that canva s 
will lie remembered by the people in every 
section of the State. He is probably the most 
entertaining slump speaker on the cutire 
ticket. 

Col. Rodman is a native of Henry county, 
from where he removed to Oldham, which lat- 
ter county he represented in the Legislature in 
what is known us the "Long Session," beii g 
the session upon which devolved the duty of 
putting iu operation the new Constitution of 
the State. He afterwards moved to Franklin 
ceunty, and also represented it in the Legisla- 
ture. He is eminently fitted for the office for 
which he is nominated. 

Rev. H. A. M. Henderson, the candidate for 
Superintendent of Public Instruction, is a na- 
tive of Paris, Bourbon county. Though com- 
paratively a young man, the rare power and 
eloquence of his pulpit efforts as a Methodist 
minister, have already extended his reputation 
throughout the State. The only son of How. 
ard Henderson, a man of singular culture and 
rising fame as a teacher, he was deprived of 
his father in his infancy, by a fatal accident. 
Inheriting his father's inclination for literary 
pursuits, be is now us well fitted by his tastes 
and acquirements for the care of our great 
educational interests as any man in the State, 
lie will bring lo his post the zeal of a warm, 
Kentucky heart, guided by varied learning and 
a practical knowledge of educational work. 
He will be a wise guardian and eloquent advo- 
cate of the common school system ; nn or- 
ganizer aud normal teacher of the highest or- 
der. 

James A. Dawson, the nominee for Register 
of the Land Office, is a working Democrat. 
As a member of the Democratic State Central 
Committee, and as a slump speaker on all oc- 
casions where his services were required since 
the war, he has done as much us any man in 
the State to gain the ascendency for the Demo- 
cratic parly of Kentucky which it now has. 
He is the present incumbent of the office, and 
ibe failhl'ul manner in which lie has discharged 
its duties in the past is a guarantee for the fu- 
ture.

tt is belated of Goldsmith — inimitable, com- 
ical, blundering Goldsmith — that ucinir once 
invited to call on Ibu Duke of Xorlliumber. 
land, he was shown into an antechamber, 
where an elegantly dressed gentleman made 
his appearance, whom he took to be bis lord- 
ship, he accordingly proceeded to address to 
him all the fine things lie had carefully got 
ready, when, to his chagrin, he discovered 
that the magnificent gentleman was only a liv- 
eried servnnt. Goldsmith is not the only one 
who has been taken in by appearances. Prob- 
ably, when he got to the real Duke, he found a 
very simply dressed gentleman, without any of 
the airs of his elegant menial. With most of 
us it takes several experiences, perhaps, of dis- 
appointment and mortification, to find out that 
all is not gold that glitters. 



To Farmers. — Many of the diseases among 
farmi rs arecniscd by their maimer of living. 
It is a notorious fact thnt farmers, gardeners, 
and those who have tbe largest facilities lor 
raising vegetables, use much Ies3 than those 
wbo do not and cannot raise tbem. If asked 
why they do not eat more of the peas, beans, 
etc., which they raise, their reply is, that they 
do not care for them. Generally they raise 
but oue or two messes, their chief diet being 
cheese, milk, butler and meats. Now, in order 
to keep tbe blocd healthy, the system requires 
plenty of fresh vegetables, and the question 
should be, not what we like to gratify an ap- 
petite vitiated by tobacco, rum, and a false 
dietetic education, but what dues the system 
demand to maintain health and cure disease I 
Lettuce, beans, spinach, asparagus, peas, rad- 
ishes, cucumbers, green corn., etc., etc , are 
what are needed, and every farmer wbo wishes 
to live and not expend half he makes in doc- 
tor's bills, should have at least one acre in a 
vegetable earden, and two or three large hot- 
beds, that eariy plants and flesh sallads may be 
bad for spring use. Peas, corn, etc., cau be 
raised all summer by sowing successive crops. 

|>ay*Boots and shoes, if taken care of prop- 
erly, will Usually lasllwo or three times longer 
than they usually do, and a' the same lime tit 
the feet far mure satisfactory, and keep them 
dry and more comfortable in wet and cold 
weather. The upper leather should be kept 
soft ami pliable, while the soles need to be 
hard, tough, aud imperious to witter. Toe first 
thing to be done Willi any pair of new shoes 
tor tarm use, Is to set each one on a platter or 
an old diuuer-plate. and pour on boiling linseed 
oil, surhcicul to fill toe vessel to the upper 
edge of the soles. Allow the leather to ab- 
sorb as much oil as it will for eight hours. 
Linseed oil should not be applied to the upper 
leather, as it will soon become dry, rendering 
the leather hard and lough. Uut if the soles 
be saturated with this oil, it will exclude the 
dampness, and enlarge the pegs, so that the 
sole will never get loo^e front the tipper leather. 
If the shoes be svwed, the lins e ed oil will pre- 
serve the thread from lolling. Now wet Ihe 
upper leather thoroughly when the boots or 
shoes are to be pill on Uic feel, so thai those 
pans w hich are tight may render a trifle, and 
thus adapt the form of the shoe to the toot 
far more satisfactorily than when the upper 
leather is uol wet. Keep Ibem on the leet 
until the leather is nearly dry. Then give the 
upper leather a thorouun greasing wilu equal 
parts ol lard and tallow, or Willi tallow and 
uent's-fool oil. If shoes be treated ill this 
manner, and a row of roundheaded shoe nails 
be driven around (lie edge of the soles, they 
will wear like copper, aud always Set easy to 
the feet. Hoots and shoes should be Heated 
as suggested, aud worn a little several monllis 
before llity are to be put to daily seivice. 
This is the true way to save your shoe money.

Resting Swaci Potatoes. — Editors Country 
(Itntleman: 1 notice K., in jour journal oi 
February Tlti, wishes to know how to keep 
■Weet potables. We have them perfectly sound 
in d good all the year round, and though our 
way may not succeed in a colder climate, I 
u ill give it : 

Dig jttst before heavy frosts, and having 
plenty of perfectly dry dirt, aud making n 
layer of it ou the top ot the ground, in a pen, 
house or out of doors, lay the potatoes on ii 
(to be very certain of not rolling, let no two 
touch), aud another layer of dirt, and then one 
of potatoes, Ac. An obtuse cone shape is best. 
Layers of dirt to be one or two inches thick. 
After disposing of all your potatoes iu this 
way, cover them with the same dry dirt, then 
with dry straw, fodder, or something of the 
kind, and protect it from the ruins by boards, 
etc. Iu getting them out tor use, use care, and 
take out enough tor several days at once, and 
1 think yeu will succeed. I suppose the straw 
covering will need to be thicker in your coun- 
try. Of course you can regulate that to suit. 
The principal point is in having the dirt dry, 
and keeping it so. A Irench around the pile 
wilh an outlet is first rate.

Sciiatciies in BoESBS — Take pure, dry white 
lead, pure oxide of zinc, glycerine, of each hall 
an ounce; IresU lard (free from rancidity; one 
and a half ounces. Mix tbe while lead, oxide 
of zinc and glycerine to a uniform, smooth 
paste, then add tbe lard, a little at a time, till 
a uniform, smooth ointment is formed. Wash 
the parts wilh cnstile soap and water, and dry 
with a cloth, then apply tiie ointment two or 
three times daily with the fingers. Wash once 
in two or three days, and dry well before 
dressing again. 

The horse should stand on a plank floor kept 
clean and dry; and if used, all dust, sand and 
dirt should be washed olf so that Ihe affected 
parts may remain clean. If these directions are 
strictly carried out, it will seldom, if ever, fail 
to cure the worst cases within a reasonable 
time. 

It would be better to have the ointment pre- 
pared by uti apothecary, and in warm weather 
substitute simple cerate for the lard. 



Wool) Ashss fob Straw HEituiES. — There is 
no better fertilizer for strawberries than ashes. 
We remember that one of the best crops we 
ever had was raised when the only uinnure 
used was wood ashes. All soils will not alike 
be benefitted by such an application, but it is 
always safe to use ashes in connection with 
other manures. If ashes only are used there 
are fewer weeds, as no seed can be introduced 
by the manure. — Maine Farmer. 



Nourishing Sour for Invalids. — Boil two 
pounds of leun veal or beef, wilh a quarter of 
a pound of pearl barley, in a quart of water 
very slowly, until it becomes the consistency of 
good cream; flavor it with a little (rest celery 
or celery seed and salt. Strain it when done 
through a fine hair sieve, and serve. This soup 
will only keep until the next day, therefore 
not more than the quantity required must be 
made. 



Tin QiiNor — An Ohioan, who has three 
fourths of an acre of quince orchard — from 
which last year he sold 300 bushels of first- 
class fruit — spades the ground in the spring 
and scatters* peck of coal ashes around each 
tree, also a quart of salt, and another quart 
when the quinces are half grown.. 

GAPts R Ciiickkss. — I feed cracked corn to 
my chickens, until they can swallow the corn 
without being cracked, when 1 give them the 
latter. I have never lost a chicken from gapes. 
Two neighbors — one living on each side of me 
— feed their chickens with meal and lost one 
balf of their young.

(Jitrk for Burns or Scalds. — Mix three 
ounces of olive oil and four ounces of lime 
water together, and apply the mixture to the 
part burned or scalded five or six times a day 
with a soft feather. Linseed oil will answer 
almost as good a purpose if olive oil is not at 
hand.

Snow Pudding. — Haifa box of Cox's Spark- 
ling Gelatine is dissolved in a pint of water, 
one quarter part of it cold ; let the gelatine 
ttoalt lor five minutes, and pour the rest of the 
water on boiling hot. Add to this the juice 
of two lemons and two teacups of crushed 
sugar. When nearly cool P'rain through a 
flannel Jelly bag. Whisk to n strong froth the 
whites of three eggs, mix thoroughly with the 
jelly. Set it in a cool pluce to stiffen. If 
poured into a Idunc-mange mould it looks 
prettier. Sauce — Boil one pint of milk. Flavor 
with the grated peel of two lemons, and thick- 
en with the yolks of the. three egg* used in the 
jelly ; sweeten to taste. This makes a very 
attractive dish, and is quite beallhtul, as the 
gelatine is very nourishing. 



Waffles. — Make a paste of the flour and 
milk, beat the sugar, eggs, and wine together, 
flavor to tasle. Warm your wafllc-iroiis, then 
grease (ben, fill them nearly full, close them, 
and place them over a fire. Turn the irons so 
as to bake the waffles on both sides ; when 
done take out, butter, and sift sugar over them; 
eat hot. 



Raised Doughnuts. — Sift the flour, add a 
little salt, beat the milk and fat together, pre- 
pare the yeast cuke as directed in recipe, or use 
yeast. Make a. stiff dough ; when risen, work 
in the spice, mid cut out in any shape, and fry. 



Lemon Turnovers. — Mix the Hour, sugar, 
and the grated rind of the lemon wilh a little 
milk to the consistency of b itter ; then add the 
eggs well beaten, and the butter melted. Fry 
brown.
